In  tln*se  davs 
w  hen  riches  suddenly  take  to  themselves 
wings  ami  tlv  away:'  when  there  may  lv 
luxury  one  we«  k  and  p-nurv  the  next, 
it  Is  necessary  for  every  uni*  t«  >  lv  pre¬ 
wired  for  the  .e*  emergencies.  The  exi- 
geiu  ies  in  bu.dm-ss  lift*  eaneut  always  b*> 
foretold  with  aceuracy.  The  laws  that 
govern  the  evolutions  of  commerre  are 
to  a  certain  extent  the  same  in  their  ten¬ 
dency  and  as  unerring  in  their  effect  as 
those  that  govern  tlie  evolutions  of  na¬ 
ture.

in  nearly  every  one.  that  forces  him  to 
lalor  in  order  to  save  his  own  life.  The 
complications  of  social  conditions  and  the 
Cbnsiijuent  comjvtition  in  all  dcjiart- 
aients  of  industrial  and  professional  life, 
together  wdth  these  sudden  disappear¬ 
ances  of  fortunes.  are  impressing  upon 
the  luinds  of  all.  the  rich  as  w  ell  as  the 
poor,  the  necessity  of  being  forearmed, 
d  he  man  w  ho  is  armed  is  always  ready 
for  an  attack.  The  man  w  ho  has  a 
skilled  brain  nml  hand  to  fall  back  upni 
is  ready  for  an  emergency. 

If  society  is  to  be  compactly  built  and 
enduring  we  must  all  contribute  our 
laL>r,  only  to  make  it  so.  but  to 
kc»  p  it  so.  We  have  now  as  much  of  the 
di-mtegrating  elements ;is  we  need.  These 
are  the  criminal  classes,  the  puUfvrs.  the 
Insane,  the  L-d  ridden,  the  homeless,  the 
aged,  the  intirm.  We  have  in  this  wide 
domain  many' that  are  needy,  hut  that  are 
not  yet  the  wards  of  the  public.  With 
increase  of  the  population  comes  an 
increase  in  stvictv's  burdens.  The  com¬ 
plication  in  wK-ial  conditions  tniht  Ivcvi- 
ih'iit  to  every  one  that  w  ill  take  thetrou- 
l-U*  to  ivm  trate  the  alight  cm  t  wliich 
envelops  life  in  the  United  States.  The 
only  wav  to.jait  an  olistacle  in  the  way 
of  this  alarming  increase  in  our  mm-pro- 
dueing  class,  or  non-contributing  classes, 
is  to  educate  our  children  to  lvcome  pro¬ 
ducers  ami  contributors.  Tie*  present 
system  of  education  is  good  so  far  as  it  I 
goes,  but  it  does  not  go  far  enough.
